1 the Chinese authorities fell into the trap. 

To any common-sense observer it is nob 
dificult to forotell how dangerous such a course 
will be, oud what unfortuoate results may 
happen. 2 

Putting ‘all question of international law on 
one side, as to whether the Japnuese’ wore 
justified in enlisting and using these Chinese 
bandits io their campaign sguinst Russia, it is 
quite clear that, whereas the Jnpansss anthor- 
ities in Manchuria, with a very’ powerful army 
at their bavk, could control {hese irraguiars, it 
is us cerluin that the Chinese will never be able 
ta da go, even before the Japanese evacuation ; 
whilst, after that is completed, these Chinese- 
Hunghutze braves will rule Manchuria them- 
sulves. .
